Communists step up fighting 


SAIGON (UPI) — One American 
was killed 
and three wounded 
today 
by 
a Communist rocket 
attack against the Da Nang air base. 
Some ^ u th Vietnam.ese officers 
said this was an 11th hour push by 
the Communists to capture more 
territory before a ceasefire goes 
into effect at 8 a.m. Sunday (7 p.m. 
Saturday EST). 
There 
were 
160 
Communist- 
initiated incidents in the 24-hour 
period ending at 6 a.m. today 
according 
to South 
Vietnamese 


military 
spokesmen. 
The South 
Vietnamese, backed by American 
air 
cover, 
also 
launched 
an 
undisclosed number of sweeps to 
block Communist troops from popu­ 
lated areas. 
The level of fighting was the most 
intense since last spring’s offensive 
by the North Vietnamese. 
The rocket attack against Da 
Nang, an enormous installation 370 
miles north of Saigon on the coast of 
the South China Sea, came before 


dawn 
today. 
The 
Communists 
fired seven Communist-built 122 
mm rockets at the base. Two 
civilians were wounded in a later 
attack which fell on a South Viet­ 
namese 
slum 
known 
as 
“Dog 
Patch’’ outside the base. 
A South Vietnamese officer said 
the Communist attacks were the 
beginning of a lastminute effort by 
the Communists to grab as much 
land and gain control of as much 
population as possible before the 


cease-fire goes into effect. 
“This is a pre-cease-fire attempt 
by the Communists to grab more 
land, to demonstrate their strength, 
to cut lines of communication and to 
terrorize the population,” the South 
Vietnamese officer said. 


The Americans, restricted for 
months 
to 
air 
offensives 
and 
advisory 
operations 
with 
South 
Vietnamese units, also kept up 
pressure in the waning hours of the 
war. 


Police scandal 
in Baltimore 
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BALTIMORE lUPI) - A federal 
grand 
jury 
F’riday 
indicted 
26 
persons, including six police officers 
and the reputed kingpin of Maryland 
gambling, on charges of bribery and 
)r o te c ti n g 
b o o k m a k e r s 
in 
Baltimore. It was the third East 
Coast city to be rocked by a major 
police scandal in two months and 
similar probes are under way in two 
others. 


Six officers, two former officers 
and 
18 
civilians, 
accused 
of 
gambling and bribery, were indicted 
by a special grand jury that had 
been 
investigating 
bookmaking 
since last May. 
Police Commissioner Donald D. 
pomerleau, who said ‘‘sophisticated 
electronic devices” were used in the 
investigation, 
indicated 
more 
arrests and indictments of police 
officers and others were expected. 
In New York, investigators are 
still looking into the disappearance 
from the police property clerk’s 


office of 81 of the 97 pounds of heroin 
seized in the “French Connection” 
case. 
In Washington. 12 police officers, 
including the head of the community 
relations 
division, 
are 
on 
administrative leave pending the 
outcome of an investigation into 
alleged gambling payoffs.

addition 
to 
those 
cases, 
investigations of alleged gambling 
payoffs

officers 
are 
un derway 
in 
Boston 
and 
Philadelphia. 


In November. 1971, a notebook 
containing the names of about 70

Cease-fire to begin today 


United Press International 
Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers arrived in Paris Friday to 
sign 
the 
Vietnam 
cease-fire 
agreement 
in 
two 
ceremonies 
today he said he hoped would 
“usher in a generation of peace.” 
The war intensified in its last hours, 
taking at least two more American 
lives 
and 
killing 
hundreds 
of 
Vietnamese. 
Rogers, the last of the four 
minister 
to arrive 
for today’s 
signing, said at the Paris airport; 
“In the spirit of reconciliation which 
has brought us to this signing 
ceremony tomorrow—a point which 
many 
said 
could 
never 
be 


reached—let us, the parties and the 
international 
community, 
strive 
together 
in full cooperation to 
achieve a generation of peace.” 
Rogers will sign his name 72 times 
to documents bringing to an end the 
12-year American involvement in 
the Vietnam war at 7 p.m. EST 
today and bring some American 
prisoners home in the next two 
weeks. 


“There is before the parties— 
before the world—an unparalleled 
opportunity to put an end to the 
violence and the misery that have 
become a way of life for millions of 
people in Indochina,” he said.

Office of Science and Technology 
and the National Aeronautics and 
Space Council. 
The White House also said its 
immediate staff would be trimmed 
by 30 persons—to 480 employes—by 
the end of fiscal 1974.

secretary 
Ronald Ziegler said the President at 
the briefing “made it very clear that 
spending must be held down in order 
to prevent any tax increases,” and 
that “he is going to see to it that 
there won’t be any need” for a tax 
increase. 


Nixon’s 11-minute speech, already 
tape recorded, will be broadcast on 
radio networks at 6 p.m. EST 
Sunday from Key Biscayne, Fla., 
where he is spending the weekend 
working on his State of the Union 
message to be read to Congress 
later next week. 
Ziegler said Nixon would discuss 
the budget’s “impact on the nation’s 
economy and economic stability.”

In Washington, the White House 
announced that Vice President Spiro 
T. Agnew would leave Sunday for 
Saigon to begin a Southeast Asian 
tour during which he will have 
“substantive discussions” on the 
postwar state of Asia with the 
leaders of South Vietnam, Laos, 
Cambodia, 
Thailand, 
Malaysia, 
Singapore and Indonesia. 
At almost the same time Hanoi 
announced 
that

North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong military 
commissions, drawn up to supervise 


the transfer from war to peace in 
Vietnam, 
will fly to 
Saigon 
today. 
The 
cease-fire 
agreement 
rovides for military missions from 
orth and South 
Vietnam, the 
United States and the Viet Cong to 
coordinate 
on execution of 
the 
cease-fire, the withdrawal of foreign 
troops, the dismantling of American 
military 
bases, the 
return of 
prisoners, 
and the 
search for 
missing persons. 
Also 
in 
Washington, 
Defense 
Secretary Melvin R. Laird said 
more than 1(X) U.S. prisoners of war 
are expected to be in the first group 
released by Hanoi, and that some 
should be back in the United States 


before Feb. 11. 


Laird said the prisoners would be 
handed over to U.S. officials in 
Hanoi, placed aboard an Air Force 
jet and flown directly to Clark Air 
Force Base in the Philippines for 
initial medical treatment. From 
there, he said, they will be flown to 
Travis Air Force Base in California 
and then sent to one of 31 specially 
prepared 
military 
hospitals 
throughout the nation.

Thanksgiving,”

Nixon 
proclaimed 
the 
special 
moment for prayer and day of 
thanksgiving at the request of 


Congress, which called for it in a 
resolution adopted earlier h'riday. 
He 
signed 
the 
proclamation 
shortly before departing for the 
weekend at his Key Biscayne, Fla 
retreat, saying: “A long and trying 
ordeal for America has ended. Our 
nation has achieved its goal of peace 
with honor in Vietnam. 
Nixon also urged “all men and 
women of good will to join in the 


prayerful hope that this moment 
marks not only the end of the war in 
Vietnam, but the beginning of a new 
e ra 
of 
world 
peace 
and 
understanding for all mankind.” 


He authorized the flying of the 
American flag at the appointed hour 
and called on all the pwple of the

The Board of Supervisors will hold 
a public hearing Monday at 2 p.m. in 
Santa Barbara on proposed adoption 
of new rules and modifications to 
the existing rules of the County Air 
Pollution Control District. 
Proposals to permit backyard 
burning at one and two-family 
residences, of dry vegetation, on 
agricultural “ burn days” in certain 
county areas will be aired. 
The County Rules and Regulations 
Committee headed by William F. 
L u ton 
has 
u n a n i m o u s l y 
recommended to the supervisors 
that no changes be made to the 
existing 
ban on all back yard 
burning. 
North county supervisors Curtis 
Tunnell and Francis H. Beattie have 
shown they felt there should be 


some 
leeway, 
especially 
in 
“hardship cases.” 
Testimony had been taken by the 
committee at a meeting last fall in 
Santa 
Maria, 
and 
it 
was the 
concensus of the committee that the 
testimony and letters reflected as 
much support for the present ban as 
there 
was opposition, 
and 
the 
committee “could not see any real 
hardship involved,” Luton reported 
to the supervisors last Nov. 20. 
The 
matter 
of 
agricultural 
burning will also come up at the 
hearing. 
The 
committee 
has 
recommended amendment of the 
rules to allow 
for 
burning of 
insecticide and fertilizer bags in the 
field on permissive burn days, in 
accord with state guidelines. 
Also slated for discussion will be 
proposed 
changes 
to 
permit 


emergency burning of flood debris, 
which will have the support of the 
committee, and burning for right of 
way clearing. 


The committee has informed the 
supervisors 
that 
it 
has 
no 
recommendation on proposed rule 
changes which would allow burning 
of wood waste for residential and 
commercial projects on agricultural 
“burn days.” 


Luton cited a letter from County 
Health Officer Joseph T 
Nardo 
saying he felt it was more beneficial 
in terms of the general public health 
to dispose of wood waste from trees, 
vines or brush at approved solid 
waste disposal sites than to burn 
them on properties being developed 
for 
commercial 
or 
residential 
purposes.

McGovern abroad 
One stop service: 'neighborhood' ombudsmen 


S en ato r 
M cG overn’s 
speech in Oxford was a 
strange 
blend 
of 
spite, 
rodomontade, and wisdom. 
It is necessary, in order to 
reach the pay dirt in the 
speech, 
to 
shovel 
aside 
layer after layer of what 
can 
most generously be 
called flapdoodle. In making 
the case against an over­ 
powerful 
Executive, 
Mr. 
M c G o v e r n 
g a v e 
as 
illustration that “one man 
in the White House was able 
for so long to continue a , 
conflict 
of 
madness 
in 
Southeast Asia hated by so 
many of his countrymen.” 
That is just plain bad 
history. The commitment in 
V i e t n a m 
is 
not 
acknowledged as madness, 
even if the manner of our 
discharge of 
it 
is; 
and 
nothing is clearer than that 
the 
Ame ri can 
people 
t h o r o u g h l y 
a nd 
contemptuously 
rejected 
the 
proposal 
of 
Senator 
McGovern that we simply 
walk out of Vietnam, taking 
our 
arm s 
with 
us 
and 
leaving a country we had 
encouraged to fight armed 
only with slingshots. 
And then there is the 
bitterness, the spite. We 
must 
never again 
allow 
“ young American lives to 
be lost for the defense of a 
corrupt dictator anywhere 
in the world.” Well, in the 
first place, by definition 
soldiers are young, so that 
the 
rhetoric 
starts 
off 
loaded. 
Or is McGovern 
suggesting that only old 
A m e r i c a n 
l i v e s 
a r e 
expendable in such a cause? 
And then he suggests we 
went to war in order to 
defend a corrupt dictator. 
Well, we didn’t — how’s that 
for an answer? Thieu wasn’t 
even conspicuously around 
when Lyndon Johnson made 
the commitment that sent 
troops to Vietnam. In the 
second place, there isn’t any 
evidence 
of any 
serious 
n ature 
th at 
Thieu 
is 
personally corrupt. And as a 
m atter of fact, not all that 
much that he is a dictator, 
as the word is commonly 
understood. 
But even if it were so, if it 
were 
in America’s vital 
interest to enter into an 
alliance with a particular 
country, the fact that it is 
governed by a dictator, or 
that that dictator is corrupt, 
has no strategic bearing 
that I know of. McGovern is 
using cant, the same kind of 
thing that finally persuaded 
most Americans that he is a 
petulant man, for all the 
celebrated 
decency 
and 
benignity. 
It was in the same spirit 
that he told the students at 
Oxford, who are not in a 
position to know better, that 
th e 
A m e r i c a n 
p r e s s 
watching over the White 
House 
is 
corrupt. 
The 
reason these gentlemen did 
not “ lay a glove” on Nixon 
during 
the 
cam paign, 
McGovern explained, is that 
they are afraid of losing 
their 
“cushy” 
jobs. 
By 
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contrast, they raked him, 
McGovern, over the coals, 
he said. 
Well, of course, everyone 
in America knows that the 
Dress 
vigorously covered 
Nixon, has seldom lost an 
opportunity 
to give 
star 
billing to his faults major 
and minor. But that in fact 
Nixon did and said very 
little during the campaign, 
whereas George McGovern 
worked day and night to 
complete the huge mosaic 
of himself, piece by piece, 
as an ass. The press wasn’t 
frightened by Nixon. It was 
fascinated by McGovern. 
But then McGovern came 
down hard and truly on the 
m ajor point, which is that 
the Executive has become 
too powerful for anyone’s 
good. 
We 
must, 
said 
McGovern, “ reverse the 40- 
year 
trend 
towards 
a 
stronger 
Presidency 
and 
return to the 200-year-old 
tradition of shared power.” 
How right he is, and how 
overdue is the intellectual 
community in recognizing 
the fact. Up through John F. 
Kennedy, 
beginning 
with 
FDR, they used to rejoice in 
th e 
p r i m a c y 
of 
the 
President. Now they have 
felt 
the 
whiplash, 
and 
c o n s e r v a t i v e s 
should 
welcome them to the ranks. 
But 
if 
only 
Senator 
McGovern 
c ompl etel y 
understood! 
“The central 
challenge for the future of 
American politics,” he said, 
“ is to end the paralysis of 
our institutions and ease the 
a ppr ehe ns ions 
of 
the 
electorate.” 
The apprehensions of the 
electorate are, to be sure, 
eased by the diminution of 
Executive power. But we 
are not secure for so long as 
government at any level has 
overweening power. And the 
greater apostle of power for 
government is — none other 
than 
George 
McGovern 
himself, who would urge the 
legislature to treat every 
American as a jobholder 
whose share of his own 
earnings would be at the 
pleasure of Congress 
to 
determine; and leave the 
electbrate squatting upon a 
continent all but helpless 
against the military might 
of the super powers. 


It 
isn’t 
only that the 
Executive must relinquish 
power to Congress. Both 
should relinquish power to 
— if the expression is not 
profane — the people. I hope 
the students at Oxford will 
write our Congressmen and 
urge reform.

(SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The chairman of the state 
Social Welfare Board said Friday persons who are not 
citizens of the United States are receiving more than $100 
million a year in California welfare benefits. 
Robert E. Mitchell made the statement as the board 
issued a report urging that welfare benefits be denied 
nearly all noncitizens and nonresidents of California. 
Mitchell told a news conference that about 8 to 9 per cent 
of the more than two million persons who are on welfare 
are not American citizens. 


Five murdered 
SANTA CRUZ, Calif. (UPI) — A young couple found shot 
to death Friday in their Santa Cruz home were “close 
friends“ on a woman discovered slain with her two sons in a 
cabin a few mils away, authorities reported. 
The friendship between the victims linked the five 
deaths— the latest in a series of bloody slayings near this 
coastal community 60 miles south of San Francisco. 
The bodies of James Ralph Gianero, 24, an unemployed 
carpenter, and his wife, Joan, 21, were found bv Mrs. 
Gianero’s mother in the upstairs bathroom of their home in 
a residential section on tne west side of Santa Cruz. They 
had been shot, apparently on Thursday. 
Police said the mother had been watching the couple’s 
small child, who was not in the house when the shooting 
took place. 


Volcano eruption continues 


VESTMANNAEYJAR, Iceland (UPI) - The ground burst 
open in several new places around the erupting Helgafjell 
volcano Friday, spewing out new flows of lava. Officials 
said even bombing the fiery crater from the air may not be 
able to save the deserted town. 
Rescue officials said the situation has taken a turn for the 
worse and new eruptions were expected at any time and 
could strike anywhere, even inside the town—once the 
prosperous fishing capital of Iceland 
The Icelandic government ordered everyone not directly 
connected with the rescue work to get off Heimaey Island, 
near the Icelandic coast. 


Ransom returned 


MEXICO CITY (UPI) — The Mexican government an­ 
nounced Friday it turned back to the Haitian ambassador to 
Mexico the $78,000 ransom money brought here Wednesday 
night by a group of Haitians who kidnaped two American 
diplomats in Port-au-Prince. 
The Haitian government had requested the return of the 
money which was confiscated from the Haitians after their 
arrival. The 15 Haitians included the three terrorists who 
kidnaped and held at gunpoint U.S. ambassador Clinton E. 
Knox and U.S. consul Ward Christensen. 
Also in the group were 12 Haitian political prisoners 
whose freedom was part of the ransom demands made by 
the terrorists for the safe release of the American 
diplomats.

Santa Barbara County authorities are 
expected to take a critical stand soon on 
the proposal of Union Oil Co. to install 
another drilling platform in the Santa 
Barbara Channel. 
Even though the new proposal would be 
on a site off Ventura County — some 9*2 
miles southwest from Ventura — the 
county counsel’s office will be requested to 
reflect the county’s “critical position’ 
regarding new oil drilling units in the 
channel which could adversely affect this 


county’s 
marine environment, 
it was 
learned 
The proposal for the new platform on a 
federal lease not far off the county's 
Rincon area has been revealed in a letter 
from the Geological Survey of the U.S. 
Interior Department sent to the Ventura 
County Board of Supervisors. 
Union Oil is already operating two 
platforms some 512 miles southeast of 
Santa Barbara off the Carpinteria Valley 
shoreline. It was one of these operations 
which caused the major oil eruption of 
three years ago which stained large areas 


of the channel and the county beaches with 
crude oil for weeks at a time. 


The Union Oil lease is still leaking, with 
efforts continuing to corral most of the 
excaping oil. 


There had been reports late last year — 
when Union Oil applied for approval of an 
ambitious water injection program to 
t 
uicken production from its platforms off 
anta Barbara area — that the company 
was seeking to get another platform set up 
in the channel. 
The proposed Platform Herb is a 59-well 


fixed drilling and production platform and 
would be placed on a site where water 
depth has been recorded as 191 feet. 
The structure, it was shown, would be 
supported by 12, 44-inch platform legs and 
would be anchored to the ocean floor with 
12 40-inch steel pilings driven through the 
platform legs to a depth to be determined 
by soil borings 
“ Available data indicates that these 
pilings will not penetrate any oil bearing 
beds which would cause oil seepage,’ the 
Geological Survey letter signed by district 
engineer H. T Cypher stated

Woody Hayes 
Earl Weaver 
Examples to America’s youth 


What gets pushed, 
spit on, punched, 
and no sympathy? 
A sportswriter 


By MURRAY OLDERMAN 
OAKLAND. Calif. —(NEA) 
—Trial by ordeal dominated 
the life of Jeff Mullins as he 
moved toward the end of the 
first month of the new year. 
The Golden State Warriors 
basketball team, for whom 
Jeff performs nobly as a 
high-scoring guard, would 
play seven games in the 
eight days co vering the 
period from Jan. 25 through 
Feb. 1. 
Jeff almost savored the 
prospect. 
“ I’ll be ragged and feel 
terrible,” he mused. ‘‘We’ll 
be traveling every night, and 
I’ll go to bed every day from 
11 in the morning till 5 in the 
afternoon. I’ll be fuzzy and 
rocky. 
“ But I’ll still go out and 
have a good game.” 
Come again, Jeff? 
“ You see,” he explained, 
“ it comes at a good time of 
the year. It takes a full two 
months into the regular sea­ 
son to have your body ready 
for the ordeal of pro basket­ 
ball. You don’t have to 
worry about aches and pains 
any more. Your legs are 
dead but you lie to your legs. 
You know, it’s a mental 
game anyhow.” 
Jeff would be playing his 
physical games in the follow­ 
ing order: Kansas City in the 
Oakland arena on Thursday 
night, Jan. 25; to Los An­ 
geles the next night; back 


home against the Lakers the 
following night; a day off to 
get to New York, where 
the Warriors face the Knicks 
on Monday night; Tuesday 
night in Baltimore; Wednes­ 
day in Philadelphia; Thurs­ 
day in Omaha against the 
Kansas City team 
which 
started it all. Then back to 
the West Coast. 
There is no medical docu­ 
mentation yet on the effect 
this rigorous play for pay 
has on the elongated bodies 
of basketball players. The 
sport in its current state is 
a fairly recent phenomenon. 
The old pros like Nat Holman 
and the late Joe Lapchick of 
the original Celtics lived 
normal life spans. But al­ 
though they, too, played vir­ 
tually every night, it wasn’t 
at the frenetic pace that men 
like Mullins must maintain. 
He’ll average 35 to 40 min­ 
utes a game in constant fast 
break motion over an 82- 
game schedule, plus exhibi­ 
tions and playoffs. 
He’s in his ninth year 
in the National Basketball 
Association (the last seven 
with the W arriors), has 
passed his 30th birthday, is 
on the verge of going over 
10,000 points scored and still 
feels f ris k y compared to 
some of his contemporaries. 
“ The old guys,” he said, 
“ didn’t go as hard as we did. 
I mean, Jerry West is going 
for his 13th season. Look at 


Wilt Chamberlain. He’s 35. 
But Wilt always felt he 
had an advantage over other 
centers when the schedule 
called for him to play three 
nights in a row because he’s 
stronger than any other man. 
“ My own game has always 
been moving without the 
ball, which makes it tougher, 
but as I get older I try to 
do things the easy way, play 
the passing lanes, use tricks 
you pick up by experience.” 
The guys in the game, Jeff 
admitted, speculate occa­ 
sionally on the long-term 
effect the strenuous nature 
of their lives might have on 
their hearts and general 
physical condition, even 
their life expectancy. But 
they rationalize it with their 
paychecks — Jeff’s in the 
$100,000 class annually, and 
he’s just in the medium 
bracket. 
“ Guys take the game so 
seriously now,” said Jeff. 
“ It’s more like football. I’ve 
noticed it even in my few 
years. In the old days all 
you’d do is show up at 
games. Now we shoot the 
day of a game, practice in 
between, videotape our shoot­ 
ing to look for any changes, 
and we have skull sessions 
to discuss our opponents 
coming up, how we’re going 
to play them. I’ve seen Jerry 
West for years and don’t 
play him maybe but once 
every 10 games, so it’s still 


easy to forget a pet play he 
has.” 
The veterans such as Jeff 
also learn to adjust their 
daily schedules to reserve 
maximum energy for their 
time on the court. 
“ It’s going to be tough,” 
said Nate Thurmond, the 6-11 
center of the Warriors who 
is seldom rested during a 
game, as he looked forward 
to the eight-day grind. “ It 
didn’t bother me when I was 
25 (Nate’s 31 now). Now I 
lay in bed all day long. Just 
stay off my legs. I’m strictly 
a room service guy. I try to 
eat at 3 o’clock, always 
before 4. I eat heavy.” 
Eating habits vary before 
a game. Rick Barry and Jim 
Barnett of the Warriors eat 
their big meals at 5 o’clock, 
just three hours before game 
time. Mullins, however, 
doesn’t want a lot of food in 
his stomach. He eats at 
12:30 that afternoon. Then at 
5 he’ll take a walk just to 
stretch his legs. 
“ There’s another must,” 
he added. “ Shut the phones 
off while you’re in the 
room.” 
A1 Attles, the coach of the 
Warriors, wasn’t worried 
about the fatigue factor of 
the imminent hyped-up play­ 
ing schedule. 
“ They are,” he shrugged, 
“ conditioned to it.”

Woody Hayes, who allegedly 
smashed a camera into a 
photographer’s face at the 
Rose Bowl, was the first to 
convince me that covering 
sports should merit hazard 
pay. 
When I was a callow cub 
for the Minneapolis Tribune, 
I once tripped blithely over 
to the Ohio State locker 
room after a football game 
against the University of 
Minnesota. Ohio State had 
lost. I was too dumb to know 
the monstrous rage Hayes 
launches after such a catas­ 
trophe. 
I was in the front of a 
crush of reporters waiting to 
enter Hayes’s sweaty shrine. 
We waited and waited. 
Finally the door opened. 
The beefy, brusque coach 
peeked out. I began to walk 
in. What else? Slam! I came 
within an inch of losing one 
large nose that I am parti­ 
cularly fond of. 
The Rose Bowl photogra­ 
pher, Art Rogers of the 
Los Angeles Times, is suing 
Hayes for physical damage. 
Rogers also said Hayes 
screamed at him, “That 
ought to take care of you, 
you sonuvabitch.” 
Hayes later denied having 
uttered that witty remark 
He also said he only “waved” 
the photographer away. He 
said six impartial witnesses 
would verify his side of it. 
They are his six assistant 
coaches. 
Last season Woody kicked 
over sideline markers when 
his team lost to Michigan. 
This was just another 
example of cuddly Woody 
waxing wroth. Meanwhile, 
several impartial Ohio State 
coaches apparently busted 
up chairs and punched holes 
in the walls of the press box. 
Monkey see. monkey do. 
At 
least 
these 
objects 
were inanimate. Over 
in 
Baltimore a few months ago, 
sportswriter Chan Keith was 
put in danger of being 
drowned by another pillar of 
the coaching community 
Oriole 
manager 
Earl 
Weaver, miffed by Keith’s 
newspaper series on the de­ 


cline of the Orioles and on 
the fading genius of Weaver, 
had begun to spit on the 
reporter 
from 
the 
News 
American. But Keith sur­ 
vives to tell the tale. He is 
a good swimmer. 
Keith said Weaver first 
watered him in the Orioles' 
locker room in October: “He 
walked over to me. spit, and 
then said, ‘Excuse me’ 
Keith, a tall blond fellow 
who is not usuallv mistaken 
for a spittoon, did nothin?. 
Sometime later, in front of 
witnesses again. Weaver. 


according to Keith, spit on 
him at Friendship Airport in 
Baltimore. 
Weaver, ever courtly, 
apologized again. 
Keith says he does not 
E 
lan to file charges because 
e does not want to be 
responsible for Weaver los­ 
ing his $65,000-a-year job. 
Yet Weaver has accused 
Keith of writing those arti­ 
cles in a personal vendetta 
designed to chop off his 
brilliant block. 
The relationship between 
the sporting press and the 
sporting people has ranged 
between one of sycophancy 
and one of adversaries. 
The press glorifies many 
of these characters and soon 
many actually begin to be­ 
lieve such flatulent phrases 
as “miracle workers” and 
“ Mr, Great ” But when his 


armor is chinked with a 
defeat, the sports hero often 
seeks the blood of the men 
who made him so vulnerable 
in the first place—the press. 
Writers are periodically 
threatened with bodily dis­ 
memberment by coaches and 
players. It isn't often, how­ 
ever. that a Vada Pinson 
will actually punch an Earl 
Lawson of the Cincinnati 
Post in the snout, or a Joe 
Namath will slam a Time 
magazine reporter against a 
bar’ or a Bo Belinsky will 
bash a West Coast reporter 
in his 60s 
Some fans may wonder 
what makes a sportswriter 
tic. It is, with him as it is 
with a combat reporter, the 
thrill of knowing that dan­ 
ger may lurk behind any 
locker room door.

Is it better to concentrate 
on proper form or yettniy 
the ball back over the net?

STORMVILLE, N. Y. - 
(NEA »—According to Jeffrey 
Smith, it all began back in 
the dark ages: 1968 
As a 
Long Island college kid he 
was arrested, 
along 
with 
more than 100 other people, 
on charges of possessing or 
distributing narcotics. Most 
of the herd was freed, be­ 
cause of 
age or circum­ 
stance, but Smith, then 19 
years old, was hauled before 
the bench, found guilty and 
sentenced to -7-L5 years in 
prison 
(X) 
The charge: 
selling two 
ounces of pot. 
The 
sentence 
received 
little note at the time. The 
period was an anxious one 
of public ignorance of drugs. 
Smith was shuffled off to 
Sing Sing, then to the Green 
Haven 
maximum 
security 
facility here—and forgotten 
behind the lock. 
Said 
society: 
good 
rid­ 
dance. 
In the years since, how­ 
ever, a curious (and, says 
Smith, correct) maturation 
has occurred in some of the 
most influential corners of 
the nation. Lawyers began 
to question the necessity of 
combining 
pot 
and 
hard 
drugs in one legal bag. Doc­ 
tors began to suggest a reef­ 
er was perhaps no more 
harmful than a martini. In 
1969 Sen. Barry Goldwater, 
of all people, suggested pot 
laws were too harsh. Two 
years 
ago 
a 
Presidential 
Commission, of all things, 
recommended the “decrim­ 
inalization” 
of 
marijuana. 
This year Consumers Union, 
for goodness sake, added its 
usually 
conservative 
an d 
studied voice to the growing 
opinion against imprisoning 
pot users 
And so over the holidays 
Gov. Nelson Rockefeller took 
belated 
action 
concerning 
Jeff Smith. Saying the pri­ 
soner had completed college 
during 3 4 years incarcera­ 
tion, thus 
was apparently 
“sobering,” he used execu­ 
tive 
powers 
to 
commute 
Smith’s sentence. 


The governor’s act, likely, 
was a troubling one for him. 
(He had 
been advocating 
h a r s h e r 
punishment 
for 
pushers of “hard drugs.” ) 
’ And it has doubtless dis­ 
tressed that sizable portion 
of the 
public 
which 
still 
equates pot with poison and 
users with all that's wrong 
with American youth Even 
Jeff Smith himself, still be­ 
hind bars awaiting final re­ 
lease this 
month, realizes 
that clemency has not been 
vindication: “I once got a 
letter from a woman who 
told me she was glad I was 
in jail. Because her daughter 
had died of an overdose. A 
lot of people think that way. 
A lot of people still think of 
me as some kind of slime 
with a needle.” 


And

w o n d e r , 
says 
Smith: 
“For y e a r s , you 
know, pot was legal in this 
country. It was even used 
foi medicinal purposes. Then 
in the 1930s they changed the 
laws and lumped it in with
